serve as a recreational area and 
that the marshland is not suit­ 
able to industry. 
BOUNDARIES NAMED 
Boundaries of the marshland 
area affected are the Northwest­ 
ern Pacific railroad right of wray, 
Miller avenue extension, Camino 
Alto and the Methodist Church 
property. 
Final decision on rezoning is 
now left to the city council, which 
is expected to take up the matter 
next month.

GREYHOUND ASKS REVIEW 
OF FARE HIKE REQUEST 


Pacific Greyhound Lines has 
served notice it is unhappy with 
the 30 per cent hike in commuter 
bus fares which went into effect 
today. But it will give the new 
rate a 90-day trial period. 
In a petition filed yesterday, the 
bus lines asked the California Pub­ 
lic Utilities Commission to recon­ 
sider its original request for rate 
increases up to 136 per cent. 
The company claims that the 
commission found the new rates 
will reduce its operating loss by 
only $34,000 and still leave it about 
$305,700 in the red each year for 
the Marin and Sonoma County 
commuter lines. 
Greyhound’s action was Imme­ 
diately attacked as being "totally 
unreasonable” 
and 
“greedy” by 
officers of the Marin County Fed­ 
eration of Commuter Clubs. 
Fred Steele, 
vice president of 
the federation, said the commuters 
will fight the request for higher 
rates and has asked property owTn- 


ers and businessmen in Marin to 
join in the move. 
He announced a meeting of the 
federation for Dec. 8 at the Marin 
County Courthouse to study 
the 
latest development by Greyhound. 
Previously, the 
Marin County 
Federation of Commuter Clubs re­ 
fused to oppose the 30 per cent 
hike in fares and many officers 
made individual statements of ap­ 
proval.

Lines, 
Public Relations Director 
Harry Lerner, said: 
"The company feels the (Public 
Utilities) commission erred in re­

Marin May Sue Its 
Physician On Rent 


A contract for rental of office 
space consummated March 1, 1952, 
may lead to a suit by the County 
of Marin against its county physi­ 
cian, Dr. Rafael G. Dufficy Jr., 
for return of nearly $3,900 in rent, 
plus 20 per cent. 
Dist. Atty. William O. Weissich 
told the supervisors yesterday it 
was "very embarrassing” for him 
to have to inform the board that 
the lease with Dr. Dufficy for 
county physician’s offices in a 
building owned by Dufficy "is Il­ 
legal, invalid and all payments 
made under the lease are illegal.” 
The lease to which he referred 
was prepared in 1952 by the office 
of the then district attorney Rich­ 
ard Sims and signed by Dr. Duf­ 
ficy and the board of supervisors. 
$120 A MONTH 
I 
Payments of $120 per month 
have been made for quarters in the 
medical building at 4 G street, San 
Rafael, which is owned by the 


j doctor and his wife. 
Last year Dr. Dufficy notified 
i the board he needed more space, 
then provided additional space 
| without increasing the rent. This 
year the board approved an in- 
i crease, it was referred to the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office for a re- 
! drawung of the lease and deputy 
Leland Jordan called attention of 


the district attorney to its illegal­ 
ity. 
"We do not want to question 
either the board of supervisors or 
Dr. Dufficy,” Weissich declared. 
"All dealings in this whole matter 
were completely open and above 
board.” 
However, the district attorney 
continued, the attorney general 
has ruled a D.A. is guilty of "mal­ 
feasance in office” if he doesn’t 
file suit to recover county funds 
illegally paid out. "This leaves me 
on the horns of a dilemma,” Weis­ 
sich declared, "but that’s my prob­ 
lem.” 
PREVIOUS CASE 
Point of law at issue, he said, 
was rental of property from a 
county official or employee wrho 
has determination of use of that 
property. As an example he cited 
a Marin County case in which 
many years ago the county sur­ 
veyor leased his surveying equip­ 
ment to the county for his use. 
The D.A. sued and recovered the 
rental money, Weissich said. 
Another similar case in another 
county was that of a gardener who 
also operated a greenhouse. It was 
illegal for him to sell plants to 
the county because be was in a

Hal B. Hayes, the Southern 
California contractor who recently 
withdrew from negotiations for 
the purchase and redevelopment

A surprise visitor at last night’s 
meeting of Sausalito city council- 
men (chief critics of Hayes) and 
the Marin County housing com­ 
missioners with the Marin Board 
of Supervisors, Hayes climaxed 
the session by telling Supervisor 
Chairman William D. Fusselman 
he would be willing to resume 
negotiations. 
The contractor added that he 
believes his associates, whom he 
did not name, might be agreeable 
to the resumption. "We would 
know about Monday or Tuesday,” 
he said. 
Hayes withdrew after consider­ 
able criticism of his Southern 
California operations was voiced 
recently at a meeting of t)ie Sau­ 
salito City Council. 


REVIEW BACKGROUND 
Last night’s meeting was called 
to "clear the air.” 
Sausalito Mayor Alan Scurfield 
led off with a lengthy review of 
his opposition to Hayea and hi« 
plans. 
Sausalitans, he said, feared that 
the loss of federal aid to Sausa­ 
lito schools (which would occur 
as the housing project passed in­ 
to private hands) would place an 
unbearable tax burden on Sau­ 
salito property owners and force 
a curtailment of school services. 
The mayor also expressed fear 
that Hayes’ announced plans for 
homes to sell for as little as $5,- 
800 would result in slum condi-.

NEW YORK (U.R) — Industrial 
stocks stood today at a new all- 
time high—& notch above the 
record prices of the boom of 1929. 
The 
industrial 
shares soared 
yesterday on a 3,680,000 share 
trading bonanza that lifted manv 
individual stocks to record highs 
along with the industrial average. 
It was the first time since Sept. 
3, 1929, that the industrial aver­ 
age rose above 381.17. This time 
the average was 382.74 in a market 
far more stable than the boom 
before the bust of 1929. 
The new top came on a steady 
climb that lifted the industrial 
average 28.78 points since the elec­ 
tion and 127.25 points since Sept. 
14, 1953. 
Industrial averages alone com­ 
manded the record prices. Rail­ 
road averages held 45 per cent be­ 
low the 1929 records and utility 
averages were 138 per cent below 
their previous highs. 
Investors today took a matter of 
fact attitude toward the new highs 


to 1929 when speculators greeted 
the market spurt with wild cheers. 
But the wild cheers of the 20s were 
choked soon in the biggest drop 
in stock market history. 
Wall Street experts agreed that | 
the 1954 market was built on stable 
factors. They saw no indications J 
of a crack in prices in the fore- j 
seeable future. 
The bullish element believes the 
rise may be only the beginning.

NEW YORK CU.R) — Field Marshal Viscount Montgomery 
of Alamein last night advocated “caning" unruly school boys 
as a deterrent to juvenile delinquency. 
“I was well beaten m yself,'’ he said, “and I am the bettci 
for it." 
In the second of two lectures on “Education and Leader­ 
ship" at Columbia University, Montgomery also suggested to 
the 1.500 educators present that the American education sys­ 
tem is ill suited to producing world leaders. 
He urged that the minority high-calibre students be sep­ 
arated from the mediocre majority and aiven special training. 
The American system, he said, lumps “all the boys into 
one common . . . school in hopes that the leaders will emerge 
from the ruck. This system ignores the fitted boy who could 
move faster but is held back by the general average. * 
“This seems to me a very heavy price to pay for the so- 
called 'Age of the Common Man.’ ” 
Touching on juvenile crime, which is on the rise in the 
United Kingdom, he said: 
“A boy cannot be expected to imagine intellectually the 
misery and pain he has the power of inflicting on other people, 
he has no experience, no imaginative capacity, to enable him to 
do so. 
“A good beating with a cane can have a remarkable sense 
of awakening on the mind and conscience of a boy.”

WASHINGTON — The Repub­ 
lican quip current in W ashing­ 
ton—in part wishful, no doubt— 
Is that the Democrats 
are

man Lewis L. Strauss, that is. 
Even though Mr. Strauss pro­ 
nounces his name as though it 
were “straws,” he will 
be

doned if he doesn’t find the quip 
very funny and the outlook is 
that the political battle is going 
to swirl and crash around the 
Atomic Energy Commission until 
it seems as though it would never 
let up. The political gales will get 
rougher, I suspect, before they 
quiet. 
The AEC has brought some of 
it on itself. I happen to believe 
that there is a good case, a strong 
case, to be made for the Dixon- 
Yates contract but there is hard­ 
ly a newspaper correspondent in 
Washington who does not feel

ceived in 
unnecessary 
secrecy, 
that it was badly presented to 
Congress and to the public, its 
weakest 
poipts 
stressed,

NOT THAT THE Democratic 
politicians didn’t jump in with 
both feet and their mimeograph 
machine when they saw a chance 
to make some hay 
during

Congressional 
campaign. 
They 
didn't mind hitting below the 
belt when Democratic National 
Chairman Stephen Mitchell — 
without any foundation in fact 
or any subsequent proof — im­ 
plied that President Eisenhow’er 
let the contract to put a little 
money in the pocket of his golf­ 
ing companion, Bobby Jones.

THE CRITICISM of the Dix- 
on-Yates contract centers large­ 
ly on the fact that the govern­ 
ment ha« turned to private capi- 


tal to build a generating plant 
to return to TVA the power the

Commission 
would use instead of the AEC 
providing funds for the expan­ 
sion of the government-operated 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 
Is this a new policy breaking 
with past Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission decisions or even con­ 
trary to past Democratic party 
policy? 
It isn’t. The 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission in 1951, under the 
chairmanship of Gordon Dean, 
turned to private capital for the 
power it then needed 
and 
for 
which action it was not criti­ 
cized by the Democratic public 
power advocates. 
That 
is 
what 
the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission is doing in 
the 
Dixon-Yates 
contract 
for 
which it is being roundly con­ 
demned by the Democratic pub­ 
lic power advocates.

T H E DIXON-YATES methpd 
of getting power is not a new 
method for the AEC and it is not 
a newr type of contract. 
The Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion under President Truman let 
a contract in 1951 to a private 
utility. Electric Energy, Inc.. and 
in 1952 it let another contract 
with another private utility, the 
Ohio Valley Electric Co.. to meet 
AEC power needs in Paducah, 
Ky., and Portsmouth, Ohio. 
Again. President Truman more 
than once requested Congress to 
appropriate 
funds 
to 
expand 
TVA’s generating power and each 
time a Democratically controlled 
Congress refused to vote the 
funds. 
President Eisenhower doesn’t 
want to expand 
TVA’s 
public 
power operation in its own area 
unless or 
until 
it 
is 
decided 
whether this system should be 
utilized elsewhere in the country 
—and apparently the past Demo­ 
cratic Congress did not want to 
do so either. 


AND NOW comes Sen. Estes 
Kefauver who wrings his hands

SACRAMENTO (CNS>—A new 
question involving secrecy of in­ 
formation cropped up 
at 
the 
State Capitol recently when the 
State Division of Highways re­ 
fused flatly to furnish a list of 
individuals who had asked for 
bids on a specific high way job. 
Russell Munro, deputy director 
of the department, said it had 
been the policy of the department 
for many years to keep secret the 
contractors who had asked for 
specifications, “in the public in­ 
terest.” 


ASKED WHETHER the 
law 
prohibited issuance of the infor­ 
mation, Munro said specifically 
that there was no law 
on 
the 
subject. He admitted that the se­ 
crecy was a policy developed by 
the State Department of Public 
Works and Division of Highways 
without any authority whatso­ 
ever from the State Legislature. 
Normally 
this 
is 
the 
agency 
which should say whether or not 
the public is entitled to informa­ 
tion. 
Thus, the Department of Pub­ 
lic Works and the Division of 
Highways sets itself up as a leg­ 
islature, rather than an admin­ 
istrative organization, and rides 
rough-shod over the rights of 
the people of the State of Cali­ 
fornia. The people pay the bills 
to support these civil service em­ 
ployees. They also pay the bills 
to buy the highways the division 
is constantly plannmg and con­ 
structing. 


MUNRO WAS unable to eluci­ 
date a6 to why a citizen should 
not know who has asked for spe­ 
cifications on a certain job. His 
argument was that “the public 
interest” would not 
be 
served 
through release of such informa­ 
tion, and that 
the 
contractors 
themselves do not 
want 
their

FURTHER.

light most effectively the bureau­ 
cratic propensities of government 
employes who have nothing to 
worry about as far as their jobs 
are concerned. 
They 
consider 
themselves the masters of all 
they surve\\ rather than the ser­ 
vants of the people of the state. 
And in addition, the Depart­ 
ment of Public Works, headed by 
Frank Durkee, originally one of 
these 
civil 
service 
employees, 
challenges the recent statement 
of Governor Goodwin J. Knight. 
Knight said that all state in­ 
formation, other than that pro­ 
hibited by law. was public infor­ 
mation. The governor said that 
in his administration, he did not 
plan to do business behind closed

Highways is doing at the pres­ 
ent time. 


THUS, 
THE 
DIVISION 
of 
Highways, and director of pub­ 
lic works have set themselves up 
as a power greater than the gov­ 
ernor of California, 
who

elected to office by more than 
a half million majority, and, in 
effect, is telling both the gov­ 
ernor and the citizens of th t 
state where to get off. 
It is this type of bureaucracy, 
exemplified by Civil Service Dur­ 
kee, which the people have been 
warned against time after time.

WILL SF BE LIKE LA? 
Study Opens Cause, 
Cure Of Bay Smog 


Is San Francisco’s Bay Area 
about where Los Angeles was in 
1938 in smcg conditions? Will in­ 
creasing population 
raise 
the 
problem to the menacing stage 
it is in Los Angeles now? 
These are among questions for 
which a 12-man State Depart­ 
ment of Public Health team will 
seek the answers, beginning this 
week. 
The main emphasis 
by 
the 
team will be on the Los Angeles 
problem, but officials point out 
that findings there will be most 
helpful in a preventative way in 
the Bay Area. 
Dr. Malcolm H. Merrill, state 
health director, announced that 
a special air pollution force of 12 
physicians, 
engineers, 
statisti­ 
cians and consultants has just 
launched the study into the ef­ 
fects of air pollution upon pub­ 
lic health and environment. 
The project was 
ordered 
by 
Gov. Goodwin J. Knight, who al­ 
located $100,000 to the depart­ 
ment in state emergency funds 
to finance the study. The Health 
Department will submit its pre­ 
liminary findings and recommen­ 
dations in a report to the gov­ 
ernor by March 1, 1955. 


THE STUDY TEAM is seeking 
definitive information in the fol­ 
lowing categories:

Eight 'Midwives' Help 


In Birth Of Elephant 


COLOMBO, Ceylon UP,—A Cey­ 
lon forest guard has witnessed 
tvhat, few hum ans have seen in j 
this island’s jungles—the ritualis­ 
tic birth of a baby elephant. 
G uard W. L. A. Andiris watched 
from a vantage point within a 
cluster of high rocks in the Yala 
game sanctuary. W riting in the of­ 
ficial records of the Ceylon De­ 
partm ent of Wild Life, 
Andiris 
says the m other elephant was a t­ 
tended by eight “midwives.” 
The m other elephant lay on her 
side in a well-hidden jungle clear­ 
ing. The eight attendants sur­ 
rounded her. caressing her gently 1 
with their trunks. 
BECOMES NERVOUS 
As time for the birth approached, 
the m other became more and more 
nervous, shifting her position in 
the clearing by taking a few steps 
this way and that, lying down 
after each movement. Seven of 
the attendant elephants withdrew 
into the jungles, leaving one with 
the expectant mother. From time j 
to time as the m other rested or 
moved around, members of the 
“midwife” group came from the | 
jungle in pairs to check her with 
their trunks. 
Actual birth of the baby was I 
accomplished without any appar­ 
ent strain or sound from the m oth­ 
er. The m other left the baby and 


walked about 10 paces away. She 
then trum peted and the other ele­ 
phants emerged from the jungle, 
also trum peting, and seemed to 
caress the m other again with their 
trunks. 
“Then all eight turned in unison 
to the child.” Andiris reported. 


DRIED WITH SAND 
“One raised it about four feet 
from 
the 
ground, 
then 
gently 
lowered it on its feet. Then in turn 
each one of the eight moved past 
the newborn baby and blew sand 
on it with their trunks, drying its 
hide.” 
Fifteen m inutes later the m oth­ 
er. ending its postnatal rest on the 
ground, stood up. trum peted loud­ 
ly. lifted the calf with her trunk 
and took it aside. 
“Then as the calf attem pted to 
suckle the m other the big female 
elephant gently lowered herself to 
her knees and perm itted her child 
to have its first meal. 
“This im portant event finished, 
the 
m other 
again 
trum peted, 
picked up her calf iii her trunk, 
raised it high over her head, and 
disappeared into the jungles, es­ 
corted on either side by her ‘m a­ 
ternity’ staff. 
“This was exclusively a female 
affair. The male elephants gave 
this spot a wide berth.”
